5 AN ORDINANCE REZONING AND CHANGING TUE ZONING MAP FOR TUE
6 PROPERTY LOCATED AT 901, 1011 AND 1109 EAST 5TH STREET IN TUE EAST
7 CESAR CHAVEZ NEIGHBORHOOD PLAN AREA FROM TRANSIT ORIENTED
$ DEVELOPMENT-NEIGHBORHOOD PLAN (TOD-NP) COMBINING DISTRICT
9 TO TRANSIT ORIENTED DEVELOPMENT-CENTRAL URBAN

10 REDEVELOPMENT-NEIGBORHOOD PLAN (TOD-CURE-NP) COMBINING
ii DISTRICT.

13 BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:
14

15 PART 1. The zoning map established by Section 25-2-191 of the City Code is amended to
16 change the base district from transit oriented development-neighbor-hood plan (TOD-NP)
17 combining district to transit oriented development-central urban redevelopment
is neighborhood plan (TOD-CURE-NP) combining district on the property described in
19 Zoning Case No. C14-2016-0050, on file at the Planning and Zoning Department, as
20 follows:
21

22 Description of 6.819 acres (279,032 square feet) of land, more or less, out of Lots 8
23 through 44, Central Row, a subdivision of record in Book V, Page 661, Plat
24 Records, Travis County, Texas, out of Outlots 1 and 2, Division “0”, of the
25 government outlots adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis County,
26 according to the map or plat of said government outlots dated January 1840, on file
27 in the General Land Office, same being out of that tract of land described in
2$ Parcels 1, 2, 3 and 4 in a deed to Capital Metropolitan Transportation Authority, of
29 record in Volume 10703, Page 972, Real Property Records, Travis County, Texas,
30 and that portion of Brushy Street vacated and conveyed to Capital Metropolitan
31 Transportation Authority, of record in Document No. 2015202067, Official Public
32 Records, Travis County, Texas; said 6.8 19 of one acre being more particularly
33 described by metes and bounds in Exhibit “A” incorporated into this ordinance (the
34 “Property”),
35

36 locally known as 901, 1011 and 1109 East 5th Street in the City of Austin, Travis County,
37 Texas, generally identified in the map attached as Exhibit “B”.
38

39 PART 2. The site development regulations for the Property within the boundaries of the
40 CURE combining district established by this ordinance are modified as follows:
41
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i A. The maximum height of a building or structure located within 680.87 feet from
2 the eastern property boundary at Wailer Street to the western boundary at San
3 Marcos Street shall be limited to 70 feet and no more than 5 stories from ground
4 level.

6 B. The maximum height of a building or structure located within 130 feet from the
7 eastern boundary at San Marcos Street shall be limited to 125 feet and no more
$ than 8 stories from ground level.
9

10 C. The maximum height of a building or structure located within the remainder of
11 the Property extending to the Interstate 35 right-of-way shall be limited to 68
12 feet and no more than 5 stories from ground level.
13

14 PART 3. The Property is subject to Ordinance No. 2008 1211-082 that established zoning
15 for the East Cesar Chavez Neighborhood Plan.
16

17 PART 4. Except as specifically restricted under this ordinance, the Property may be
18 developed and used in accordance with the regulations established for the transit oriented
19 development (TOD) district and other applicable requirements of the City Code.
20

DESCRIPTiON Of 6,819 ACRES (279,032 SQUARE FEET) OF LAND, MORE OR LESS, OUT
OF LOTS 8 ThROUGh 44, CENTRAL ROW, A SUBDIVISION Of RECORD IN BOOK V,
PAGE 661, PLAT RECORDS, TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS, OUT OF OUTLOTS I AND 2,
DIVISION “0”, Of THE GOVERNMENT OUTLOTS ADJOINING THE ORIGINAL CITY OF
AUSrTIN, TRAVIS COUNTY, ACCORDING TO THE MAP OR PLAT Of SAID
GOVERNMENT OUTLOTS DATED JANUARY 1840, ON FILE IN THE GENERAL LAND
OFFICE, SAME BEING OUT OF THAT TRACT Of LAND DESCRIBED AS PARCELS 1,2, 3
AND 4 IN A DEED TO CAPITAL METROPOLITAN TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITY, OF

DOCUMENT NO. 2015202067, OFFICIAL PUBLIC RECORDS, TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS;
SAID 6.819 OF ONE ACRE BEING MORE PARTICULARLY DESCRIBED BY METES AND
BOUNDS AS FOLLOWS:

BEGLNNFNG at a 1/2” iron rod found at the southeast corner of this tract, said Lot 44, and said
CapItal Metropolitan rfransportation Authority (CapMetro) Parcel 4 tract, samc being in the west line
of Wailer Street and the north line of Fourth Street, said point of beginning having a State Plane
Coordinate, Texas Cerrtral Zone, NAD83 (9GCORS) grid value of N=10,068,$86.20,
E3,1 17,953.84, from which a 1/2” iron rod found at the southwest corner of Lot 45 in said Central
ROW subdivision and the southwest corner of Parcel 5 in said CapMetro deed recorded in said
Volume 10703, Page 972, same being in the cast line of Wailer Street, bears 569°38’09”E 60.00
feet;

THENCE, with the south line of this tract, the following thirteen (13) courses, numbered 1 through
13:

1. with the south line of said Lots 44 through 34 and said CapMetro Parcel 4 tract and the north
line of Fourth Street, N69°21’54”W 281.25 feet to a calculated point at the southwest corner
of said Lot 34 and said CapMetro Parcel 4 tract, same being in the east line of Medina Street,
from which a 1/2” iron rod found bears S37°02’56”W 1.36 feet;

2. with the west line of said Lot 34 and said CapMetro Parcel 4 tract and the east line of Mcdina
Street, N20°45’lS”E 100.00 feet to a 1/2” iron rod set with a plastic cap at the northwest
corner of said Lot 34;

3, with a north line of Medina Street, N69°21’54”W 60.00 feet to al/2” iron rod set with a
plastic cap at the northeast corner of said Lot 33, same being in the cast line of said
CapMetro Parcel 3 tract and the west line of Medina Street;
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6.819AC.

4. with the east line of said Lot 33 and said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract and the west line of Medina
Street, S20D4515)W 100.00 feet to a 1/2” iron rod at the southeast corner of said Lot 33 and
said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract, same being in the north line of Fourth Street;

5. with the south line of Lots 33 through 23 and said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract and the north line
of Fourth Street, NC921’54”W 279.91 feet to a 1/2” iron rod found with cap at the
southwest corner of aid Lot 23 and said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract, same beIng in the east line
of San Marcos Street;

6. with the west line of said Lot 23 and said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract and the east line of San
Marcos Street, N20°45’lS”E 100.00 feet to a 112” iron rod set with a plastic cap at the
northwest corner of said Lot 23;

7. with a north line of San Marcos Street, N6921’54”W 59.64 feet to a 1/2” iron rod set with a
plastic cap at the northeast corner of said Lot 22, same being in the east line of said
CapMetro Parcel 2 tract and the west line of San Marcos Street;

8. with the east line of said Lot 22 and said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract and the west line of San
Marcos Stieet, S2fP45’151’W 100,00 feet to a 1/2” iron rod found at the southeast corner of
said Lot 22 and said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract, same being in the north line of fourth Street;

9. with the south line of said Lots 22 through 12 and said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract and the north
line of fourth Street, N69°21’51”W 275.08 feet to a 1/2” iron rod found with cap at the
southwest corner of said Lot 12 and said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract, same being in the cast line
of Brushy Street;

10. with the west line ofsaid Lot 12 and said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract and the east line of Brushy
Street, N2039’26”E 40.00 feet to a 1/2” iron rod set with a plastic cap;

11. N709J0’4$”W 60.00 feet to a 1/2” iron rod set with a plastic cap in the east line of said
CanMetro Parcel I tract and the said Lot 11;

12. with the east line of said Lot 11 and said CapMetro Parcel I tract and the west line of Brushy
Street, S20°39’26”W 39.32 feet to a mag nail found at the southeast corner of said Lot ii
and said CapMetro Parcel I tract, same being in the north line of Fourth Street;

13. with the south line said Lots 11 through $ and said CapMetro Parcel 1 tract and the north line
of fourth Street, N69°21’54”W 99.95 feet to a 1/2” iron rod set with a plastic cap at the
southwest corner of said Lot 8 and the southwest corner of the remainder of said CapMetro
Parcel I tract, same being in the west line IH-35;

THENCE, with the west line this tract and the remainder of CapMetro Parcel 1 tract and the east line
of IH-35, the following three (3) courses, numbered 1 through 3:

1. with the west line of said Lot 8, N20°37’13”E 84.45 feet to a 1/2” iron rod found;
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6,819 AC.

2. with the west line of said Lot 8, N2039’26”E 15.70 feet to a 1/2” iron rod found at the
northwest corner of said Lot 8;

3. N1432’03”E 169.07 feet to a 1 /2” iron rod found with cap at the northwest corner of this
tract and the remainder of said CapMetro Parcel I tract, same being in the south line of fifth
Street;

THENCE, with the north line of this tract and the south line of fifth Street, the following three (3)
courses, numbered I through 3:

1. with the north line of said CapMetro Parcel 1 tract, and the north line of said CapMetro
Parcel 2, tract S70°35’12”E, passing at 118.06 feet a 1/2” iron rod found with cap at the
northeast corner of said CapMetro Parcel 1 tract, continuing an additional 60.01 feet passing
a 1/2” iron rod found with cap at the northwest corner of said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract,
continuing an additional 275.62 feet for a total distance of 453.69 feet to a mag nail found at
tile northeast corner of said CapMetro Parcel 2 tract;

2. S7007’13”E 59.64 feet to a 1/2” iron rod found at the northwest corner of said CapMetro
Parcel 3 tract;

3. with the north line of said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract, and the north line of said CapMetro
Parcel 4 tract, S6942’29”E, passing at 279.92 feet a 1/2” iron rod found at the northeast
corner of said CapMetro Parcel 3 tract, continuing an additional 60.00 feet, passing a mag
nail found at the northwest corner of said CapMctro Parcel 4 tract, continuing an additional
281.31 feet, for a total distance of 621.23 feet to a mag nail found at the northeast corner of
this tract and said CapMetro Parcel 4 tract, same being in the west line of Wailer Street, from
which a 1/2” iron rod found at tile northwest corner of said CapMetro Parcel 5 tract, same
being in the east tine of Wailer Street, bears S69°42’29”E 60.00 feet;

THENCE, with the east line of this tract and said CapMetro Parcel 4 tract and the west line of Wailer
Street, 520°45’53”W 282.44 feet to the POINT OF BEGINNING and containing 6.8 19 acres, more
or less, within these metes and bounds.
